Assassination Probes 


In the next few weeks the U S. Congress will be 
giving serious consideration to the reopening ot 
investigations into the assassination deaths of 
President John F Kennedy &nd the Rev Martin 
Luther King J r 
Much of the pressure for reopening stem s from 
disclosures em anating from the Senate Select 
Intelligence Comm ittee whose chairm an is Sen 
Frank Church, D-Idaho 
We would urge, first of all, that the reopening 
of any previously exhaustive investigation be 
weighed very carefully 
WASHINGTON HAS 
become investigation 
happy, m large part because of the W atergate 
scandals. I here is reason to be concerned that 
Congress will get so carried aw ay with probes 
that place som e of its m em bers in the glare of the 
public spotlight that it will neglect some of its 
other duties, like passing laws that affect the 
welfare of the whole country 
The current Congress has a ra th e r m iserable 
record in the latter regard 
<>n the basis of evidence currently available to 
the public we have serious doubts about any real 
benefits to be derived from a new investigation 
into the Kennedy assassination 
< >n the other hand, it would seem to us that new 
information reported recently on the M artin 
l uther King death and events prior to his m u r­ 
der m ake a new look at that situation almost 
m andatory 
The key issue in the Kennedy assassination 
alw ays has been w hether Lee Harvey Os 
wald acted of his own volition or simply was the 
trigg erm an for a conspiracy that had its roots in 
Comm unist Cuba 
THE CONSPIRACY 
possibility has received 
w idespread attention in recent weeks because of 
reports that the I .S. Central Intelligence Agencv 
launched several assassination attem pts against 
F idel Castro. 
It it did. then the natural conclusion is that the 
Kennedy assassination might 
have com e in 
retaliation for the threats on the life of Castro 
However, in its long and m inute examination 
of the Kennedy slaying the W arren Commission 
w as unable, to pin dow n any concrete evidence of 
a conspiracy and subsequent probes, semioffi­ 
cial and unofficial, have run into the sam e blank 
wall 
‘ 
|f 
L even one m ajor piece of conclusive evidence 
could be uncovered that firmlv supported the 
conspiracy theory then, by all m eans, a new 
investigation should be launched 
So 
far, 
however, 
the 
conspiracy 
theorv 
rem ain s a specter without substance 
S'ayid W 
Belin. a leading m em b er of the 
W arren Commission, has joined the clam or for a 
ronnoptne of the investigation. 


However, he says he is confident a new probe 
would reach the sam e conclusion as that arrived 
at by the W arren Commission 
IT'S \P P A R E N r 
that he would like a new 
investigation to confirm the findings of the 
W arren Commission. T hat's perhaps an under­ 
standable desire but w e re not sure it's sufficient 
cause tor tying up m em bers of Congress for 
weeks, perhaps months, when they might be 
doing something more useful 
The 
King case 
is 
another 
m atter. 
The 
disclosures m ade by the Senate Select Intelli­ 
gence ( om m ittee majority counsel F. A 0. Sch­ 
warz 
Jr. 
and 
minority 
counsel 
Curtis 
R 
Sm others a re so extensive and so dam aging to 
the F ederal Bureau of Investigation that further 
exam ination clearly is indicated. 
Although some of the claims require further 
clarification, there app ears to be no question 
that the FBI harassed the Rev. Mr King and his 
followers far beyond norm al law enforcement 
•practice in a m anner that certainly reflects dis­ 
credit on the FBI 
A portion of the FBI attitude on King can be 
explained in the context of those tim es Although 
the Rev Mr King alw ays insisted that the civil 
rights m arches and dem onstrations he headed 
be peaceful, there alw ays was the possibility of 
violence erupting from them and this was a m a t­ 
ter of m ajor concern throughout the country. 
Also, in those days there were m any who 
feared that the civil rights movement, and 
college cam pus dem onstrations as wek. were 
being inflamed by Communist influence 
E ven so, the information reported before the 
Senate com m ittee would appear to dem onstrate 
conclusively that the FBI was far out of line in 
some of its tactics regarding the Rev. Mr. King. 
V\ E CAN'T believe that the FBI entered into a 
conspiracy. or even knew of one. to assassinate 
King 
even though that possibility now is being 
posed by his widow and others. 
Any new investigation, obviously, would have 
to confront that issue and settle it — one way or 
the other 
Beyond attem pting to right a grievous wrong 
to the Rev Mr. King and his family a new probe 
is indicated to establish guidelines for the future 
conduct ot the FBI 
For mast of its history' the FBI has been an 
elite, 
highly 
respected 
organization. 
It 
is 
discouraging and disheartening to find it has 
been guilty of practices that tarnish that once- 
shmy image 
Even the present leaders of the bureau now are 
asking for direction from Congress on its future 
activities and th at’s why we view a reopening of 
the King case as being virtually a necessity.

The issue, of course, involves 
the ancient conflict between a 
fair trial and a free p re ss.” 
The theory is that an accused 
person, guaranteed a jury trial 
by the Sixth Am endm ent, m ay 
be so prejudiced by pre-trial 
publicity that an im partial jury 
cannot be chosen. Therefore, 
the line of reasoning goes, the 
press may be put under prior 
restraint in order to protect the 
rights of the accused. 
THOSE OF I S WHO 
have 
been in the news business all 
our lives have to concede that 
now and then, sure enough, the 
press has behaved d isg race­ 
fully. The cases of Dr 
Sam 
Sheppard and Billie Sol E stes 
come to mind. A couple of other 
cases figure in S uprem e Court 
reports 
But such instances of truly 
dam aging 
pre-trial 
coverage 
a rc exceedingly rare. In vir­ 
tually every celebrated case, 
the rights of the accused are 
fully protected by all the d e ­ 
vices known to*the law: post- 
ten em e n t of the trial, change of 
venue, multiple panels of pro­ 
s p e c tiv e ju r o r s , p e re m p to ry 
ch a lle n g e s, 
c h a lle n g e s 
for 
cause, examination of jurors, 
in s tru c tio n s by 
the ju d g e, 
rulings on evidence, appellate 
procedures The accused is su r­ 
rounded by a full panoply of 
protections.

And for violation of 
such court orders, Blackmun 
m akes clear, newsmen m ay be 
sent to jail. 
BLACK M U N ’S 
ORDER 
must be resisted by every a v e ­ 
nue available to the press 
Under the Constitution, our un- 
abridgeable right is to print the 
news, and to print it NOW. The 
people have a right to know 
what goes on in their law en­ 
forcem ent agencies, in their 
prosecutor’s offices, in their 
courts. The people have a right 
to know whether m ental institu­ 
tions have released maniacs, 
whether parole boards have 
erred grossly in their judg­ 
ment. Our right is to report 
these things 
The N ebraska gag rule is far 
more serious than the case of 
the Pentagon P apers in 1971. 
That, too, involved prior re­ 
straint. but the facts were quite 
different B lackm un's order, if 
affirm ed by the entire U. S. Su­ 
prem e Court, will invite every 
defense attorney, in every im ­ 
portant case. to move for a gag;

Betsy Ross, whose flag-sew­ 
ing venture for decades c h a ra c ­ 
terized the role of women in the 
1770s. may have done more 
harm than good as a historical 
reference. 
“ I get a little annoyed with 
the Betsy Ross legend, because 
she blinded people to those 
women who did exist,” said 
Selma Williams, a Lexington, 
Mass., historian R esearch now 
shows that Washington w asn ’t 
even in Philadelphia at the time 
th e fa m e d s e a m s tr e s s w as 
supposed to have presented the 
flag to him, according to Dr.

There is documentation that 
a num ber of women donned 
m en ’s clothing to fight in the 
Revolution.

M assachusette At the age of 22 
she m anaged to enlist in the 
Continental A rm y under the 
nam e of Timothy th a y e r , a feat 
made easier because so m any 
young, 
beardless 
boys were 
enlisting at 
the 
time, 
Mrs 
Williams explained 
After being discovered once, 
she rejoined the 4th M assachu­ 
setts Infantry R egim ent and 
was wounded at Tarrytow n, 
NY She went on to becom e the 
nation’s first w om an lecturer 
and the first woman ever to 
receive an Army pension. 
T here was a practical reason 
for women toen hst disguised as 
men 
They 
got full 
rations, 
instead of the half rations nor­ 
mally allotted to women, Dr. 
D ePauw explained 
, 
There a re numerous accounts 
of women who, w hen their hus­ 
bands fell in battle, picked up 
their m uskets and fought on. 
One of them, M arg aret Corbin, 


won an Army pension for her 
efforts at the Battle of Harlem 
Heights, NY. 
There a re those women who 
didn’t fight with muskets, but 
played big roles in the founding 
of the new nation. 
“ Most of the time, when men 
write history, it’s a history of 
E 
li tics and w ar,” Mrs. Wil­ 
ms said "If you talk of only 
that, then you omit most w om ­ 
en ... History is a lot more than 
heroes and heroines.” 
The tools Mercy Otis W arren 
turned on the British were her 
propagandistic poems and a 
num ber of plays satirizing the 
British. She corresponded with 
Washington and other leaders 
of the day and later wrote a 
three-volume 
history 
of 
the 
A m erican Revolution 
Six women owned colonial 
newspapers. 
Five 
supported 
the colonial cause and one the 
British. The latter was the M as­ 
sachusetts Gazette and Boston 
Newsletter, run by M argaret 
D raper. 
Ten per cent of the m erchants 
in Boston in the 1770s were 
fe m a le , a c c o rd in g to M rs. 
Willia ms. 
The Revolution was "the only 
w ar that America ever fought 
w here there was no pool of 
unemployed or underemployed 
citizens,” Dr 
D ePauw said. 
“ And so women were excluded 
from nothing at that tim e.” 
But victory brought prosper­ 
ity 
“Excess wealth opened up 
the possibility of a class of lei­ 
sured w om en,” Dr. DePauw 
said. 
“Working had been a 
source of status and independ­ 
ence When American women 
becam e sim ilar to European 
ladies, they lost the status of 
when they were an integral part 
of the economy.”

People 
think they’re doing themselves 
good and they may be doing 
them selves harm ,” said Dr 
John Christm an, director of re ­ 
search at Loyola University 
C hristm an, who has been 
studying w ater quality control 
for the Environm ental Protec­ 
tion Agency, said forthcoming 
federal regulations may impose 
the sam e health standards on 


both bottled w ater and m unici­ 
pal w ater supplies. 
“T hat’s a fortunate thing and 
I hope it happens right aw ay,” 
he said. “Bottled w ater at this 
moment is real Russian rou 
let te. You have no idea w hat’s 
in it, you don’t even know if it 
meets community standards 
it may be w orse.” 
The EPA is drawing up new 
standards for city w ater, and, 
possibly bottled w ater, under 
the W ater Quality Act of 1974. 
The standards are expected to 
be unveiled about Dec. 15. 
The tightened regulations fol­ 
low the discovery last year that 
many m ajor cities’ w ater sup-

plies were contam inated by or­ 
ganic chem icals and m etals ca 
liable of causing cancer in ani 
mals. 
Those disclosures proved to 
be a boon for the bottled water 
industry, as cautious home­ 
owners decided to play it safe 
and spend a few extra dollars 
for supposedly pure bottled w a­ 
ter 
It may not have been a very 
good trade-off, Christm an said. 
There are currently no federal 
regulations governing bottled 
w ater which is not sold in inter­ 
state com m erce. 
“Anybody could go out, buy a 
bunch of bottles and sell tap 
w ater,” he said. As long as the 
w ater doesn’t cross state lines, 
it is of no interest to federal 
agencies. 
Nor is there any requirem ent 
that such w ater be dated. 
“You could go to the store 
and buy a bottle of w ater that’s 
been sitting on the shelf for 
seven months or m or^,” Christ­ 
man said. “T hat’s really dan­ 
gerous, especially when it’s 
w arm ,” because warm tem ­ 
peratures speed up the growth 
of bacteria. 
After 16 months of study, 
Christm an has concluded that 
home w ater purification sys­ 
tems, despite their expense and 
bother, may be the only feasible 
wav of insuring that w ater is fit 
to drink 
To remove all of the germ s, 
chem icals and m etals from all 
of the w ater pumped through 
municipal w ater system s would 
be a m assive undertaking — 
one that may not be tech­ 
nologically feasible or econom­ 
ically bearable. 
Christm an quotes an EPA 
source as estim ating that fewer 
than 3 per cent of the 4,500 w a­ 
ter system s in the nation will be 
able to meet the new standards 
to be announced this month.

Rep. C J McLin, D-36 Dayton, 
that would force utilities to re 
duce rates by 50 per cent for 
persons who are over 62 years 
old and live alone. 
Another measure, called the 
“ lifeline bill** alter similar con­ 
cepts tried in other states, 
would guarantee “every resi­ 
dential consumer” a fixed min­ 
imum block of gas and elec­ 
tricity each month, at a re­ 
duced rate. After this lifeline 
ration was consumed, rates 
would increase on additional 
units used during the same bil­ 
ling period. 
It is the all-encompassing na­ 
ture of such plans that irritates 
executives ol the big gas and 
electric companies. 
“ My concern is that we find 
the people that need the help 
and not (use > a broad brush ap ­ 
proach.” says John P. William­ 
son. president of Toledo Edison 
Co. 
Annoyed by “simplistic solu­ 
tions.” Williamson would like to 
provide assistance through the 
existing welfare system for 
those legitimately in need. 
His proposal is an outgrowth 
of a suggestion made last Au­ 
gust by the Ohio Electric Utility 
Institute that government-is­ 
sued energy stamps might be 
possible for the poor. That was 
at the outset of a $1 million 
public relations campaign to 
improve the image of electric 
companies. 


Williamson says the Ohio 4 
per cent excise tax on utility 
bills could be earmarked to 
back vouchers for customers 
who qualify for relief through 
the welfare system. The tax 
money is currently paid into the 
state's general revenue fund. 
Trouble is. despite the initial 
interest of the electric institute, 
Williamson has been unable to 
rally widespread support for 
his proposal among fellow elec­ 
tric company executives. 
All of them, including Wil­ 
liamson. are members of the 
institute, an umbrella associ­ 
ation of the state’s eight in­ 
vestor-owned electric com ­ 
panies. 


A spokesman for the organ­ 
ization describes Williamson as 
the “ most p ro g re ssiv e’’ of 
Ohio's electric company chief 
executives.

That, however, is the only 
area in which she bows to the 
men in her profession. 
She said her supervisors have 
never failed to support her en­ 
forcement efforts since the 
time, in September, when divi­ 
sion officials failed to follow her 
recommendation to close a 
portion of an Ohio County mine 
when its permit ran out 
“They operated nearly two 
months without a permit that 
time and the division got some 
embarrassing publicity,” she 
says. 
She stood her ground, the 
slender inspector says, when 
about 20 men came to the reel 
amation office last November 
to find out why she had shut 
down the mine where they

Sudden death 
in heart disease

tack. In fact, other ^illnesses 
can sometimes predispose a 
person to having one. 
The electrocardiogram is 
usuall/ normal until the at­ 
tack occurs. It tests the heart 
muscle, and the disease is in 
the arteries to the heart mus­ 
cle. When the artery is plugg­ 
ed or occluded during the at­ 
tack and the muscle is then 
damaged, the electrocardio­ 
gram w ill show it. It is not un­ 
usual at all for a fairly good 
examination not to provide 
any information about an im­ 
pending heart attack. 
And, it is fairly typical of 
people to fail to follow their 
doctor’s advice. Like educa­ 
tion. people pay for it then try 
to avoid getting their money’s 
worth out of the investment 
Your doctor cannot quit smok­ 
ing for you. He cannot stop 
drinking coffee or diet for you. 
He can only advise, and the 
rest is up to the patient. 
I am all for education of the 
patient, but even knowing that 
the first symptom may be 
death d o e s n 't seem to 
motivate many patients to do 
what is best for themselves. 
Your husband significantly 
increased his risk of having a 
heart attack by his smoking. 
That may be why he is not 
here today. Don’t blame your 
doctor for his negligence. If 
this reply helps others to 
realize 
their responsibility, 
perhaps it w ill be worth risk­ 
ing upsetting you by pointing 
out your husband’s role in his 
terminal illness.

a year ago my husband, age 
61, started to get a slight pain, 
which only lasted a few 
seconds, right in the center of 
his chest, at the bottom of the 
breastbone.

would only get the pain once in 
a while. 
Our family doctor told him 
it was his stomach He gave 
him stomach pills and a bottle 
of Maalox and advised him to 
cut down on smoking, coffee 
and to avoid fried foods. He 
smoked one pack 
of cigar­ 
ettes each day. 
At our request he had an 
electrocardiogram, 
and the 
results were normal. 
He continued to drink three 
cups of coffee and did not cut 
down very much on smoking 
About a month after he re­ 
covered from an episode of flu 
he came homfe from work and 
said he didn’t feel good. He 
felt weak. We sat down at the 
table for supper, and he said, 
“ Oh!” and with this he put his 
hands to his head and it was 
all over. We rushed him to the 
hospital, but it was too late.

The death certificate read 
coronary occlusion 
When I 
asked our fam ily doctor for an 
explanation he said it was 
hard to detect that What do 
you think? 
DEAR READER - I think 
this is a fairly common story. 
I just wish it were possible to 
make people understand that 
often the first real sign of 
heart disease is sudden death 
The burning pain in the 
lower breastbone region as 
you (fescribed it probably was 
from acid digestive juice 
ir r it a t in g 
the 
lower es­ 
ophagus. While heart pain can 
be located in that region it has 
a different characteristic, or 
it induces more severe pain 
with vomiting. Ulcer-type dis­

On Death Definition Bill 


COLUM BUS. Ohio (AIM 
Hearings arc expected to get 
under way early next year on a 
hill which gives Ohio a defini­ 
tion ot death based on the “ ir­ 
reversible cessation ol brain 
functions.’’ 
The sponsor is Rep. Scribner 
L. Fauver, R 54 Elyria, 
in 
whose district a teen aged hoy 
died Oct. 11 after being “ irre­ 
versibly injured” and while Ins 
life support medical equipment 
was still operating. 
The Lorain County lawmak­ 
ers bill would have allowed 
doctors to declare Randy Car­ 
men dead, but would not have 
applied in the highly publicized 
case of Karen Quinlan, in New 
.lerscv. 
Fauver said he understands 
the Quinlan girl has some reflex 
responses and brain waves and 
his proposed definition wouldn’t 
apply. 
House Judiciary Chairman 
Harry J. Lehman, D-16Shaker 
Heights, u hose committee is 
likely to study the Fauver bill, 
said it is certain to he con­ 
troversial, and that he’s al 
ready been contacted by one 
group which intends to oppose 
it. “ We re going to be taking a 
look at it January,” Lehman 
said; 
Joseph Meissner. president of 
the Cleveland Right to Life or­ 
ganization. told Lehman he liad 
not seen the Fauver bill but that 
he opposes “ at this time any 
legal definition of death that is 
based on a single criterion.” He 
feared, he said, that the bill 
"could open a drive to legalize 
mercy killing.” 
Right to Life, he said, be­ 
lieves “ at this point it is a 
question better left up to doc­ 
tors. It's very difficult to put a 
definition 
into 
the 
statutes. 
Things arc always happening in 
medicine, suppose someone in­ 
vents a machine that can bring 
people back.” 
In introducing his bill Nov. 12, 
Fauver conceded 
it 
doesn’t 
answer all questions but he said 
the current definition of death 
is “ ambiguous and outdated in 
the 
light of new lifesaving 
support systems available to 
us.” He added that "it doesn’t 
allow 
euthanasia, or mercy 
killing.” 
Meissner said that while 
Right to Life opposes any legis-. 
lation at this time, he person­ 
ally would like to see—if a law 
is passed—the use of the so- 
called Harvard criteria. It was 
dev eloped by an ad hoc team of 
physicians at Harvard’s medi­ 
cal school,in 196H.

Coed’s Death 


CINCINNATI (AC) 
Mate 
and federal authorities said 
they have questioned 
“ hun 
dreds ol people" in connection 
with the disappearance of a 
l niversity of Cincinnati coed 
whose body was discovered 
Wednesday in Northern Ken­ 
tucky. 
Susan Gorman’s parents re 
ported they believe the girl was 
kidnaped 
the 
day 
before 
Thanksgiving 
Her body was found in a ditch 
beside 
Kentucky 
609 near 
Butler by two teen-age hoys. 
Authorities said they had no 
suspects. 
Kentucky State Police Ll. 
Ben Harney said the victim 
“ looked 
like she 
had 
been 
strangled " Hamilton County 
Coroner Dr. Frank Cleveland 
ordered an autopsy to deter 
mine the cause and time of 
death. 
Police at first were skeptical 
that the girl had been kidnaped. 
She had been reported missing 
twice before, according to 
Cincinnati Police Lt. Dan Cash. 
But Cash said the department 
“ treated the case as a legiti­ 
mate kidnaping all along.” 
The P HI confirmed it had en­ 
tered the case. 
The prelaw student was re­ 
ported missing by her father, 
Frank E. Gorman, a musician 
and father of six children. 
“ We are very disturbed .. 
upset, 
said 
Gorman 
Wed­ 
nesday night, 
refusing all 
questions at his Hyde Park sec­ 
tion home. 
Gorman said he received a 
telephone call from a 
man 
Thanksgiving night demanding 
$5,000 and saying his daughter 
would be killed if the money 
was not paid. Gorman said the 
man also said he had two other 
coeds. Police, however, report­ 
ed no other kidnaping cases 
Gorman also said the caller 
told him not to go to the police 
or his daughter would he killed. 
The dark, curly-haired victim 
was wearing the same clothing 
when her body was found as her 
parents said she wore when she 
disappeared 
Police said the 
girl had apparently not been 
molested. 
Police revealed that Miss 
Gorman’s 
wallet, 
containing 
personal pajK’is but no money, 
was found on the sidewalk out 
side a Clifton section church 
Thanksgiving Day, although 
she was not reported missing 
until the next day. 
The girl was last reported 
seen Thanksgiving Eve leaving 
a Hyde Park section cheese 
store where she was employed. 
Gorman said the family* ex­ 
pected their daughter home 
that night, particularly because 
Susan had prepared most of the 
Thanksgiving dinner 
in

should return to normal soon, 
and a spokesman for the doe 
tors said the settlement “ should 
go a long way” to resolving the 
dispute 
The doctors contended that 
Dr 
Arthur L. Harbarger, a 
founder of the hospital anti its 
medical director, was dictato­ 
rial in his administration 
The agreement provides that 
two doctors from a list ol seven 
on the hospital staff w ill be 


elected to the hospital board by 
February 
It also provides 
licitile with a voice during the 
board meetings, although he is 
restricted from election as a 
board member before 1977.

Two Drive to Work In Vintage Cars

M IDDLETOW N, Ohio ( A P ) - 
When the weather ^s good and 
the machinery is in working or­ 
der, two Cincinnati men com­ 
mute the 70-mile round trip to 
their jobs in Middletown in 
classic cars. 
Tom Cloud owns a 1927 Model 
T Ford. Jeff Marlowe has a 1949 
Lincoln. 
“ We get very enthusiastic 
about driving, often stop and let 
the other person drive,” said 
('loud “ We stick to the back 
roads with the Model T because 
its maximum speed is 35 mph. 
There are a lot of waves from 
other drivers, and we-just a- 
ooo-ga back 
I have to leave 
home by 6 a.m. to pick up Jeff 
so we can get to work on time.” 
Marlow said other drivers 
and passengers often strain to 
read the “ Lincoln” nameplate 
on the rear bumper of his car 
w hich he bought for $275 in 1972. 
Cloud purchased his Motel T as 
an unregistered car in 1973 at a 
cost of $1,150 and he now values 
it at about $3.000. 
“ It wasn't ready to take on 
the road until last year,” he 
said. 
Car pooling has not exactly 


solved the problem of saving 
gasoline money. Marlow' aver­ 
ages about 12 miles per gallon 
in his Lincoln. Cloud once had 
to back his Model T up a hill 
because the gasoline tank was1' 
low. 
There have been other hu­ 
morous moments for the classic 
commuters, who use their more 
modern cars most of the time. 
Marlowe recalled that once a 
young boy saw him driving the 
Lincoln and hollered: “ Do you 
have a machine gun?” 
Gloud tells of the time he was 
driving the Model T and saw a 
man dressed in a tuxedo runing 
down a hillside toward him. The 
man, who waved Cloud over, 
asked if a bride and groom 
could have their picture taken 
with the car. He was the best 
man in a wedding party. 
The commuting team, which 
began when Cloud noticed M ar­ 
lowe’s Lincoln parked in the lot 
of 
Diamond 
International 
Corp., where they both work, 
will soon be breaking up 
The Clouds have bought a 
home in Lebanon, Ohio, and 
will be moving there near the 
end of the month 
Modern Furniture Exhibited, 
But There's No Place to Sit 


CINCINNATI (AP) - An iro 
ny about the collection of mod­ 
ern furniture on display at the 
Cincinnati Art Museum is that 
there is no place to sit. 
It’s like getting together a 
collection of water fountains 
and then putting up signs that 
read, “ Please don’t drink.” 
Almost all visitors to the col­ 
lection of over 100 chairs, sofas • 
and coaches, some dating to 
1925, lingers longingly in front 
of some cushiony-looking lou­ 
nger and wonders whether to sit 
down. 
It’s against the rules to sit or 
to touch There are, however, 
always fingerprints to wipe off 
the spun aluminum table, ac­ 
cording to museum curator Ca­ 
rol Macht who spent a year 
wandering 
through furniture 
warehouses, manufacturers 
shops and stores picking the 
pieces to exhibit. 
What she has come up with 
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are the trend setters: the first 
sling back canvas chair or the 
first plastic seat. There’s a 
hammock chair by Poul Kjaer- 
holm, with a natural cane seal, 
that sells for $3,000. 
‘‘We’ve tried to stay away 
from the faddy things,” said 
Mrs. Macht. “ Most of the things 
here set the style for things to 
come.” 
Although it is finally being 
treated as an art form, many 
people still get horrible chills 
w hen the words ‘‘modern furni­ 
ture” are mentioned 
It’s like the one group of 
youngsters who kept looking for 
the water bed. 
‘‘Some of the things in this 
exhibit would be considered 
beautiful in any type of furni­ 
ture collection,” explained Noel 
Martin, the exhibit designer. 
“ Many people just haven't neen 
exposed to furniture of this 
type 
‘‘They see it in fashion maga­ 
zines or at the airports. They’re 
willing to work in the surround 
ings of the brave new world of 
furnishings. 
“But those same people won’t 
have it in their home ’ 
That attitude is beginning to 
change, Martin said, and now 
furniture fashioned from chro­ 
mium, aluminum, plastic and 
foam rubber as well as wood is 
starting to move out of the cor­ 
ner and spread klowly across 
the home. 
There’s nothing distant about 
this art form that will be exhib- 
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
